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DALTON PLEDRES 


FULL INQUIRY IN 
RESTRICTIVE. ACTS 
OF BRICKLAYERS 


Attorney tei Gets 
Preliminary Report 
From Aid—Expected 


to Widen Labor 


Racket Investigation. 


Attorney General John M. 
Dalton announced today he 
would authorize a full investiga- 
tion of restrictive practices of 
the AFL Bricklayers’ Union. 

The inquiry into restrictive 
practices, which contributed to 
a 68 per cent increase in cost 


of a bfick-and-concrete construc- gn 


tion since 1946, will be part of 
a broad investigation of alleged 
labor racketeernig in St. Louis, 
Dalton said. 

In charge of the investigation 
will be Ted A. Bollinger Jr., 
special Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, who as an assistant United 
States Attorney helped direct 
the Federal Government's in- 
quiry in labor racketeering. 
Sixteen AFL leaders are now 
under federal indictment here. 


“We will check any labor 
practices such as those ascribed 
to the bricklayers,” Dalton said, 
“to determine if there has been 
a violation of state laws. These 
and other matters will be inves- 
tigated.” 


Makes Preliminary Report. 


Bollinger already has forward- 
ed a preliminary report to the 
Attorney General covering fields 
of inquiry open to state investi- 
gation, the Post - Dispatch 
learned. Dalton’s new directive 
is expected to widen the scope of 
the investigation. 

Some of the practices most 
complained of by contractors 
dealing with masonry construc- 
tion, as reported previously by 
the Post-Dispatch, are a reluc- 
tance or outright refusal to fur- 
nish bricklayers to any contrac- 
tor not approved by the union, 
demands for premium pay and 
a severely-limited apprenticeship 


program, 

Leo F. Havey, businessrepre- 
sentative of Local No. 1 of the 
Bricklayers’ Union, is under in- 
dictment charging violation of 
the Federal anti-racketeering 
law. He was charged with ob- 


‘ structing interstate commerce by 


threatening a Cincinnati brick 
contractor with physical violence 
in furtherance of a plan to keep 
bricklayers from being brought 
from outside the state to work 
on a Government project, 

Suit by Contractor. 

In a civil damage suit, pend- 
ing in United States District 
Court, the contractor, Rowley- 
Berst Co., also alleges that 
Havey, his union, a St. Louis 
brick contractor and others en- 
gaged in acts in restraint of 
trade, contributing to a $258,000 
loss suffered by the contractor 
on a construction job at Jeffer- 
son Barracks Hospital. 

The federal grand jury which 
returned 15 of the labor rack- 
eteering indictments charged in 
a blistering report issued last 
July that “many contractors, 
particularly those from out-of- 
state, who have been victimized 
by labor leaders in Missouri, told 
this grand jury that they will not 
do any more work in this state 
because of their frightening ex- 
perience with labor in the past.” 

The report went on: “This 
condition leads to a lessening of 
competition within a particular 
area, the possibility of the for- 
mation of local cliques of con- 
tractors (and some have already 
formed) who can control a local 
situation and demand exorbitant 
prices for all types of work, 
which prices in the end are 
passed on to the consumer.” 

The state investigation, which 
resulted from the federal grand 
jury’s report that state laws ap- 
parently had been violated by 
labor racketeers, will deal with 
two sections of the Missouri

STORY STIRS UP

TOKYO, Dec. 30 (UP)—A 
magazine article about the “Em- 
peror’s bedroom” by an obscure 
Japanese writer has caused a 
furore in Japan. 


The writer, Toshiaki Kawara,

He wrote what he said was 
the story of his visit, describ- 
in intimate detail the 
“obunko” or living quarters of 
the imperial family. The 
“obunko” is a place from which 
even high palace officials are 
barred, 


After Kawara’s article ap- 
peared in a woman’s magazine, 
there was a violent reaction. 
Palace functionaries fined four 
guardsmen and reprimanded 
seven others for permitting such 
a breach of imperial privacy. 
The Emperor and his family had 
vacated the building five d 
previously so workmen could 
repair it.

Rich & Co, handbook firm, and 
Wyman were also named in a 
misdemeanor indictment with 
two St. Louis associates, Edward 
B. Fischer and Ralph M. Leon. 


This indictment charges the 
four defendants with violating 
federal income tax regulations 
through failure to report pay- 
ments to customers of C. J. 
Rich & Co., which operated a 
nation-wide handbook business 
from a headquarters in St. Louis 
county. The misdemeanor of- 
fense carries a miximum penalty 
- one year in jail and a $10,000 
ine.

Foreign Workers to Be 
Used in Air Force’s 
‘Project Native Son’ 

~-at Overseas Bases.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30—The 
Air Force expects eventually to 
replace more than 35,000 Amer- 
ican civilians and Air Force per- 

-gonnel with local civilians at its 
installations around the world. 

Maj. Gen. Kenneth B. Hobson, 
Air Force director of manpower 
and organization, announced de- 
tails of the project yesterday at 
a news conference after dis- 
patches from England and Ger- 
many revealed plars to replace 
Americans there with British 
and German civilians. 

Gen. Hobson said the substitu- 
tion of local civilians will free 
the Air Force personne] for as- 
signments in direct support or 
combat units. 

Return for Assignments. 

In cases where these person- 
nel cannot be retrained for new 
jobs overseas, it was indicated, 
they will be returned to the 
United States for new assign- 
ments. 

Most of the replacements will 
be in relatively unskilled jobs, 
like that of clerks, drivers, kitch- 
en helpers and the like, and 
mostly at permanent supply in- 
stallations. However, the 
Force said, some foreign civilians 
will be used as skilled techni- 
cians where possible. 

The object of “Project Native 
Son,” the Air Force said, is to 
allow it to expand its combat 
strength in the coming year 
without increasing manpower 
strength. 

Gen. Hobson said the project 
will enable the Air Force to 
“live within” the manpower and 
money limitations imposed by 
the Eisenhower Administration. 

970,000 Men Authorized. 

The Air Force in the coming 
fiscal year has been authorized 
to have 970,000 men as it builds 
up to 120 wings. Gen Hobson, 
said, however, that the Air 
Force thinks it can get along on 
960,000 men—the same as the 
manpower strength fixed for the 
current 1954 fiscal year. 

He said present plans call for 
25,000 airmen overseas to be re- 
placed by natives by next June.

Interior Official Denies 
Rights of Preference 
Users Are Being 
‘Whittled Away.’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30—As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior 
Fred G. Aandahl asserted yes- 


terday that Interior’s recently 
revised power marketing policy 
gives more protection to rural 
electric co-operatives in the Mis- 
souri basin than they have had 
in the past. 

In testimony before a House 
Interior subcommittee, “Aandahl 
denied that the rights of the 
REA groups and other prefer- 
ence customers are being whit- 
tled away by the Eisenhower 
Administration. 

“The fact is that we have 
tightened up the safeguards for 
preference customers,” he said. 
The marketing policy, which 
permits sale of federal power to 
private utility companies in 20- 
year contracts, was revised by 
Interior officials earlier this 
month following protests by the 
co-operatives and other groups 
that it circumvented a law giving 
priority to publicly-owned elec- 
tric distributors. 

Revised Policy. 

The policy now states that 
power will. not be sold to the 
utilities until the needs of pub- 
lic groups have been satisfied. 

Aandahl promised to provide 
written answers to a flood of 
questions about the new policy 
submitted by REA ¢o-operatives 
to the Interior subcommittee on 
irrigation and reclamation. The 
answers will be.made public 
Monday at the next committee 
session. 

@he hearings, designed to 
clarify the revised policy, follow 
closely similar hearings by the 
Senate Judiciary anti-monopoly 
subcommittee. The policy 
changes were announced by 
Aandahl Dec. 11 after the Sen- 
ate group recessed. 

Supports Aandahl’s Stand.

A heavy fall of snow may tie 


up highways, slow down city 
traffic, and be a nuisance to 
nearly everyone — except the 
youngster with a new, shiny 
bobsled and the rabbit hunter. 


The rabbit hunter always wel- 
comes a good tracking snow and 
the weather seldom gets too 
cold for the eager hunter to hie 
forth for a pleasant day afield 
in pursuit of the game that, 
year in and year out, attracts 
more nimrods to the fields and 
forests than any other species. 
The tell-tale “three tracks” in 
the snow can immediately be 
identified by all, and usually 
the bunny is flushed from a 
brush pile, a hollow log, or even 
a heavy hummock of grass be- 
fore the tracker has tpaveled a 
half mile. 

While rabbits are none too 
plentiful this year’ in the 
Ozarks, there are enough to af- 
ford a pleasant day afield. 
There should be an upsurge in 
the rabbit population in the 
next few years due to the short- 
sewn of the season, the bar on 
co ercialization, and the fix- 
ing of a bag limit. Formerly, 
the sale of rabbits was legal and 
millions of live and dead cotton- 
tails were shipped out of the 
state. THe hunting season on 
rabbits now runs from May 30 
to July 15, inclusive, and from 


| 392.007 the same year. No one 
‘knows accurately the highway 
mortality of bunnies in the state 
‘but, no doubt, thousands are 
killed by automobiles each year. 
Each mile of major highways 
traversed will reveal one or 
more of these victims. Yet, the 
| prolific bunny bounces back and 
'furnishes excellent sport for a 
| million hunters, and shotgun 
‘shell manufacturers report that 
more shells are fired at the 
elusive cottontail than at any 
other game. 


Rabbit hunting recognizes no 
caste or clique. It may be by a 
wealthy sportsman with an “over 
and under” or by a farm boy 
with his “now or never.” The 
dog’ may be a prize-winning bea- 
gle or a nondescript ‘“potlicker” 
of doubtful ancestry. The hunt 
may be an all-day planned af- 
| fair or just for an hour or so 
‘before sunset, after the farm 
_chores are finished. The quarry 
‘may be the ducking, dodging, 
‘elusive hill cottontail or the 
‘swamp rabbit. Either one will 
'furnish a chase worthy of its 
/foeman’'s steel. The hill cotton- 
‘tail seldom exceeds three pounds 
|in weight, but his swamp cousin 
‘often tips the seales at six 
pounds or more.

danger underlying his rule is that his people 
may expect more of him than any man, or any 
government, could accomplish within a few 
years, 

Writing from Manila, George H. Hall reported 
to the Post-Dispatch that Filipinos are now con- 
vinéed that corruption and feudalism can be 
wiped away. That is why they elected Magsay- 
Say against a party which had long dominated 
politics. The agenda for President Magsaysay is 
to fight bribery, official and private greed, tax 
dodging, land-grabbing, usury and poverty. 

It is a big order. It is big because these con- 
ditions, however much they are brought to the 
attention of Americans nowadays, are not new 
to Filipinos. 

Joseph - Ralston Hayden, who was Vice Gov: 
ernor of the islands from 1933 to 1935, wrote of 
similar conditions in his book, “The Philippines, 
a Study in National Development.” Mr, Hayden 
knew that American rule had brought the islands 
new health, educational and political standards, 
but had hardly disturbed the feudal economic 
system which imposed poverty on millions in a 
wealthy land. He said: 


By far the largest portion . . . are rural 
laborers—the “common —who as ten- 
ant farmers, renters or virtually landless 
workers eke out a miserable living from the 
rich Philippine soil... . It is they who are 
the most complete victims of the local 
cacique, the remorseless usurer and the 
exploiting political charlatan. 

President Magsaysay cannot wipe out over- 
night a system that has been in effect for un- 
told years. But he has some advantages on his 
side, One is that recent governments, often 
under American prodding, have had to take at 
least a few steps to collect income taxes, stop 
usury and provide land for the landless. Another 
advantage is President Magsaysay’s own deter- 
mination. 

He will need all this and the unified support 
of his people to give the Philippine Republic as 
much even-handed prosperity as it is capable of 
producing. 
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Men of the Year 


The Associated Press poll of newspaper and 
radio news editors results in the information that 
President Eisenhower is first choice for the 
Man of the Year. With that there can be no 
quarrel whatever. Dwight D. Eisenhower is the 
man of 1953.

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The Kidnaping Perjury lideieetnite 


Two members of the St. Louls Police Depart- 
ment at the time of the Greenlease kidnaping 


have now been indicted for perjury in connection 


with their grand jury testimony at Kansas City 
about the missing ransom money. They are Lt. 
Louis Shoulders afd Patrolman Elmer Dolan, the 
former now resigned and the latter suspended. 

These indictments do. net -convict 
Shoulders or Dolan. They do not decide between 
the testimony by the two men, who arrested the 
kidnapers, and the tonflicting statements by 
Carl Austin Hall, one of the executed pair, about 
the movements of the ransom money suitcases. 
These indictments. do not determine who told 
the truth and who spoke falsehoods. What the 
indictments do can be simply said: They express 
the belief of the grand jurors that there is 
enough before them te warrant trials for both 
men, 

In all fairness, Messrs. Shoulders and Dolan 
are to be regarded as innocent until and unless 
they are proved guilty, They may be able to 
show in open court what they could not demon- 
strate to the satisfaction of the grand jurors. In 
any event, the indictments open the way for a 
possible solution to the mystery of what hap- 
pened to the ransom money. The processes of 
the law are in operation. 

Meantime even the indictments are a lament- 
able occurr@énée in the history of the St, Louis 
Police Department. If there is any part of the

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More Threats From Rhee 

Syngman Rhee’s newest exhortation for re- 
newal of the war in Korea béars some of the 
earmarks of having been made for the record 
only—the kind of statemeft ‘which is meant to 
stir up feelings but not necessarily to stir them 
up to the point of action. 

Everybody must hope that this is what Rhee 
had in mind, and that he actually has no plans 
for the mad adventure of renewing the war in 
January, when his commitment to keep the 
peace theoretically expires. The Eisenhower 
Administration appéars to.be convinced that 
Rhee will not start anything, despite his strong 
language; Just to make doubly and triply sure, 
we hope the Administration is making it clear 
to Rhee not only that he would have no sup- 
port from us in such an adventure, but would 
earn our opposition and the loss of our aid in 
reconstruction. 

What makes the world uneasy about Rhee’s 
bellicose threats is the fact that he made good 
on similar threats once before. He had warned 
the U.N. command that if a truce Were signed 
he would disrupt it by turning loose the war 
prisoners, and that is exactly what he did. That 
the truce went ahead anyway was more a testi- 
monial to the Communist desire to quit fighting 
than to anything else. 

It seems incredible that Rhee now would take 
the suicidal step of renewing the war on his 
own initiative, Yet his New Year’s message con- 
tains such ominous words as: “Better that we 
all die together than that we leave part of our 
people in slavery.” 

There is only one way to handle-a-man with 
Rhee’s makeup and record. First, he must be 
clearly warned that any attempt to carry out 
his threats will mean the loss of our friendship 
and support. Next, everything possible must be 
done to deny him the physical means of carrying 
out his threats. We trust that the Administration 
bases its confidence that Rhee is only talking 
through his hat on some specific and practical 
deterrents to unilateral action on his part. For 
he has already proved that he is capable of such 
action. 
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A Case for Prompt Justice 

Circuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd says he will 
press for a speedy and vigorous prosecution of 
Robert Pratt, 24-year-old laborer, who has ad- 
mitted he was “blind drunk” when he fled after 
his automobile struck and killed a 6-year-old girl 
on Christmas Eve, The grand jury indicted Pratt 
yesterday. It is to be hoped that the charges 
against Pratt can be heard as soon as possible. 
If a jury of his peers should find him guilty he 
should be punished severely. It is noteworthy 
that in Salisbury, Md., a motorist who ran a red 
light and killed four persons on last Dec. 13 
was convicted and sentenced to 14 years in 
prison just ¢ eight days later. 
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Dangerous Way, but Our Way 


Illinois Secretary of State Carpentier, after 
his embarrassment over his book censorship 
order to the Ilimois State Library, is looking 
about for guidance in connection With the selec- 
tion of books purchased with state funds. 

Mr. Carpentier can have ho better guide than 
the joint declaration of the American Library 
Association Council and The American Book 
Publishers Council of last June, After the mis- 
guided “book burning” directive to the United 
States’ overseas libraries, these two qualified 
organizations issued a memorable statement. 
Here is its closing: 


Books are the major channel by which the 
intellectual inheritance is handed down, and 
the principal means of its testing and 
growth. The defense of their freedom and 
integrity, and the enlargement of their serv- 
ice to society, requires of all bookmen the 
utmost of their faculties, and deserves of all 
citizens the fullest of their support. 


We state these propositions neither lightly 
nor as easy generalizations. We here stake 
= a lofty claim for the value of books. We 

do so because we coved that they are good, 
possessed of enormous v and useful- 
ness, worthy of cherishing and keeping free.

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Plan to Undermine Social Security? 

The United States Chamber of Commerce got 
a very chilly reception for its proposal of social 
security pensions to all aged Americans, whether 
they have contributed to the fund or not, And 
there is no more enthusiasm for its suggestion 
to put the system on a pay-as-you-go basis.

Relaxing the Tensions. 


In the new pattern of develop- 
ments, as it is now showing it- 
self in Austria, on the Yugoslav 
frontier, in Finland, and along 
the Iron Curtain in Germany, 
many measures could be pro- 
posed at Berlin by one side or 
the other which, without set- 
tling the problem or disturbing 
the status quo, would markedly 
relax the tension. 

For example, an agreement to 
reduce the size of the armies of 


occupation; or an offer to bring

ADVICE ON KEEPING 
POINSETTIA PLANTS 


Floriculturist Tells How to 
Preserve Them in Botani- 
cal Garden Bulletin. 


Recipients of poinsettia plants 
are given timely advice on how 
to preserve the plants for more 
than a few days in the Decem- 
ber issue of the Missouri Bo- 
tanical Garden Bulletin, now 
available. 

An article by Hugh C. Cutler, 
curator of the museum of eco- 
nomic plants, states the popular 
Christmas plant can be enjoyed 
longer if kept in a sunny win- 
dow with a temperature between 
65 and 70 degrees and shielded 
from cool drafts and sudden 
chilis. 

“The plant should be watered 
whenever the surface of the soil 
in the pot is dry (this may be 
daily .at. the temperature the 
poinsettia prefers) but never al- 
low water to stand in the 
saucer,” the article says.

Dr. Condon Assails Congressmen 


Who Lack Respect for Fair Play 


Scientists’ President 


Criticizes E:: ~-ds 


Who Slavishly Support Authoritar 
as They Once Did Communisr- 


BOSTON, Dec. 30 (AP)—Dr. 
Edward U. Condon, president of 
the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, 
said yesterday there are “ele- 
ments in Congress who have 
shown that they have little re- 
spect for American principles 
of freedom and fair play.” 

Condon a few years ago was 
termed by the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee to be 
“the weakest link” in the chain 
of atomic security. 

Yesterday he criticized a type 
of ex-Communist who, he said, 
leaps “from slavish adherence 
to the Communist dogma to the 
equally violent and passionately 
slavish adherence to authorita- 
rian anti-Communism.” .

Only two or three of the 
shoots that will appear within a 
few weeks should be kept and 
these should be tied later to a 
bamboo cane or other support. 
The plants also may be grown 
from cuttings or from seed.

THERE WAS excitement on Saturday night. 
I'd just turned in at 10 o’clock and Ginnie was 
putting out the lights and opening the window. 
She took a last look off to eastward and sud- 
denly said, “There's fire up on the mountain.” 

I climbed out sleepily, squinted with one eye 
and replied, “It’s just the moon coming up.” But 
the light spread too rapidly for that, so we 
pulled on trousers and coats and hurried out to 
the east terrace, from where we could plainly 
see the growing circle of a forest fire: And then, 
just so we'd be sure how the fire had started, I 


» saw a flashlight winking and heard a far-away 


shot. That meant the coon hunters from some 
nearby town were out and had set_a den tree on 
fire. Nor were they making any attempt to con- 
trol it,.as we could tell from the rapidity with 
which the leaping circle of flames was spreading.

EVEN ON A STILL NIGHT, I knew that if 
we let it go until morning the whole mountain 
would be ablaze. So I woke Fred and then called 
fire warden Joe Ricketts who said he'd do his 
best to round up a crew. Fifteen minutes later, 
when his truck stopped in front of the house, 
we were ready. and were soon following up the 
lane to Stan Turner’s, the nearest point for 
starting the climb up the mountain. Meanwhile 
the hunters’ cars pulled out, evidently anxious 
to be anywhere but on the mountain when the 
fire-fighters got there. Fred used to fly fire 
patrol for the Conservation Commission and by 
the time we'd scrambled a half-mile up Buford 
through the brush and over granite boulders, he 
agreed that fighting fire from the air had much 
to be said for it.

WHEN WE CAME to the fire line, we found 
there were 10 of us—Joe Ricketts and his boys, 
Jack Sutton and a brother who'd been celebrat- 
ing Christmas 


1948, but we swept it back with : 


our rakes and where the flames came up too 
fiercely, fell back a few feet to clear a path 
that the fire wouldn't jump, Now and then an 
old snag would burn through at the butt and fall 
across the line behind us to set fresh fire, which 


we would drop back and mop up. But it was | 


good teamwork and sooner than we realized, 
our crew on the south met the boys coming from 
the north and the fire was licked. We circled 
the agree 4 area again, waited a half-hour to 

sure ere were no more breakouts, 
shouldered our rakes and dropped down the 
mountain toward home. It was 2 o'clock when 
we got there—and 40 man-hours of work to 
undo one minute of carelessness on the part of 
irresponsible hunters. a :
